Police have charged a 
second Brampton high 
school teacher with the 
sexual exploitation of a 
student. 

53-year old Richard Knill 
of Milton is a wrestling 
coach at Turner Fenton 
Secondary School. 

He has faced _ three 
previous allegations related 
to sexually touching 
students during his 26-year- 
career. 

The school board is sure to 
face questions about why he 


was allowed to continue in a 
role where he had physical 
contact with students given 
his history. 

Police have charged Knill 
with one count of sexual 
exploitation in connection 
alleged relationship with a 
student. 

According to the Ontario 
College of Teachers, Knill 
was subject to disciplinary 
action in 2003 after he was 
found guilty of professional 
misconduct for sexually 
touching a female student 17 


years ago. 

Knill was also taken out of 
the classroom in November 
2000, while teaching at 
Bramalea Secondary School 
and charged with sexually 
touching a student in his 
car. 

In a case _ involving 
another Brampton teacher, 
Heart Lake Secondary math 
instructor Doug Dale faces 
charges of sexual assault and 
sexual exploitation related 
to alleged improprieties 
involving two students. 


Three suspects arrested in

“Upon examining the 
container further, a false 
floor was discovered,” a 
news release said. 

When officers checked 
below the floor, they found 


38 bricks of cocaine, 
weighing more than 43-ki- 
lograms. 

The narcotic was handed 
over to the RCMP. 

“CBSA officers are al- 
ways on the lookout for 
contraband,” CBSA acting 
regional director general 
Norm Sheridan said. “This 
seizure demonstrates our 
commitment to Canadi- 
ans.”

Instead, it’s being put off 
to next week’s council meet- 
ing. 

Ward 5 Councillor Caro- 
lyn Parrish told the packed 
council chamber she'll rec- 
ommend a revised number 
of new issues from 250 to 
just 38 at a vote to be held 
next Wednesday morning, 
“but there will be no vote on 
that today,” she said. 

Decisions of this kind are 
normally made at council 
meetings, and councillors 


didn’t know why cabbies 
showed up for a matter that 
was not scheduled to be vot- 
ed on by a committee. 

As cabbies flooded out 
of the chambers en masse, 
there was clear frustration 
evident in the delay. 

Parrish’s revised number 
offered little comfort to ex- 
isting plate owners who’ve 
seen the value of their taxi 
assets plummet since ser- 
vices like Uber were given 
the blessing to operate in 
the City. 

“What these guys are do- 
ing by issuing plates is be- 
yond understanding. They 
are very ill informed about 
the consequences of this,” 
said one driver who identi- 
fied himself only as ‘Peter’. 

Drivers, already hurting 
from competition by ride- 
sharing services, are bitterly 
opposed to the issuance of 
250 new plates they say will 
‘flood the market’ with even 
more competition. 

“The plate right now av- 
erage rent is $2 to $300 per 
month. You flood the mar- 


ket, and the average income 
is going to go down more 
than $1,000 a month,” he 
said. 

There’s currently an 
18-month pilot project in 
place allowing services like 
Uber to operate in Missis- 
sauga. 

Critics of the project say 
there will be little left of the 
city’s taxi industry by the 
time the pilot project ends. 

Some drivers have float- 
ed the idea of a class action 
lawsuit against the City if 
there’s no compensation of- 
fered owners. 

Khairallah says that’s on 
hold for now pending a deci- 
sion by the City on whether 
ridesharing services will be 
allowed to run permanent- 
ly once the pilot project is 
over. 

“Exactly, if there is com- 
pensation for the business 
loss when Uber came. If 
there’s a compensation 
package, that would solve 
the issue. Probably, the cabs 
will be able to compete with 
Uber,” he said. 


Carnival Story: The day the legendary Dave Stieb played fastball

It’s another sure sign 
of summer when _ the 
Mississauga Waterfront 
Festival comes to town.

Higgins will never forget 
the day ex-Blue Jays great 
Dave Stieb showed up at his 
game in Bowmanville. 

“In our last spot in 
Bowmanville, we were doing 
a big rib fest out there, he 
just showed up. I was just 
shocked when I saw him 
because I remember seeing 
him in the 1992 (World) 
series, and then when (Joe) 
Carter hit that homerun.” 

Sure enough, Stieb 
couldn’t resist trying his 
hand at Higgins’ game. “I 
clocked it at almost 85mph.” 

Not bad, considering 
Steib gave up pitching in the 
pros almost 20 years ago. 

Stieb, who will be 
60-years-old in July, 
played his last game for the 
Jays in September 1998 


after coming back from 
retirement to pitch for his 
old team. 

Higgins says his only 
regret is that he didn’t ask 
for Stieb’s autograph and 
didn’t get a picture of him 
throwing, but the memory 
of that day is embedded in 
his mind. 

He says he wouldn’t be 
surprised if other major 
leaguers past and present 
come out to play his game 
someday in the future.

objectively, Mississauga 
South’s Charles Sousa has 
been a successful provincial 
finance minister now going 
into his fifth year as steward 
of Ontario’s public finances. 

After a decade of Ontario 
red ink, Sousa managed to 
balance the books this year 
and hopes to keep in the 
black through better than 
expected economic growth 
over the next several years. 

The economy is 
performing well and the 
provincial jobless rate has 
dropped under Sousa’s helm 
to 5.8 per cent -- the lowest 
in 16 years. 

But despite that good 
news on the deficit and 
economy, the Liberal 
government of Premier 
Kathleen Wynne has gained 
almost no political benefit. 

Polls show Wynne is the 
most unpopular premier in 
decade and the Liberals are 
mired in third place -- well 
behind the NDP and miles 
from the front-running PCs. 

Sousa, who _ finished 
fifth in the 2013 Liberal 
leadership race and 
eventually backed Wynne 
for the crown, is watching 
the polls carefully. Liberals 
like power and there are 
those in the party who are 
quietly planning to fight the 
June 2018 election with a 
new leader. 

We've seen this script 
before. 

Former premier Dalton 
McGuinty quit politics in the 
fall of 2012 after proroguing 
the house in a minority 
legislature and setting the 
scene for a leadership race 
that chose Wynne as _ his 
successor. 

The move paid off for the 
Liberals when Wynne won an 
improbable majority victory in 
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the June 2014 election. 

There is speculation in 
some Liberal circles that 
the premier may eventually 
be forced to bow to the 
inevitable and quit ahead of 
the next election to save the 
party from collapse at the 
polls. 

We're not at that point 
yet, and you can expect 
an energized Wynne to 
go on an election-stye PR 
campaign over the next half 
year to sell her government’s 
achievements - a balanced 
budget, free drugs for 
young people under 25 and 
a looming $15 minimum 
wage. But if Wynne has not 
turned around her dismal 
poll numbers by the end of 
the year, expect the pressure 
to mount for her to leave 
office. 

That could leave the door 
open for Sousa to throw his 
hat in the ring again if the 
opportunity presents itself. 

Sousa, who turns 59 this 
fall, could be seen as a front- 
runner for the provincial 
Liberals centre-right wing 
with similar economic 
views as former Prime 
Minister Paul Martin. But 
others could also weigh in 
- from former MPP Sandra 
Pupatello and Finance 
Minister Dwight Duncan to 
current Health Minister Eric

A historic property that 
previously served as a mu- 
nitions plant in the Second 
World War is getting a new 
lease on life. 

Members of the federal, 
provincial and municipal 
government broke ground 
this past weekend to cele- 
brate the reconstruction of 
the Small Arms Building in 
Lakeview. 

The property is being 
converted into a creative 
hub for artists, as part of a 
community-driven project 
stretching back several de- 
cades. 

The project was funded 
with $1 million from the 
government as part of the 
Canada 150 Community In- 
frastructure Program. 

“A lot of people were ded- 
icated to making this work,” 
said Jim Judge, former head 
of the Lakeview Ratepayers’ 
Association, who — spear- 
headed the initiative to pro- 
tect the site in the late 90s 
through community efforts 
along with Ward 1 Council- 
lor Jim Tovey. 

The Small Arms Building 
is the last remaining facil- 
ity on the Arsenal Lands 
site in Lakeview that dates 
back to the 1940s. It was a 


Hoskins.

Legacy Community Foun- 
dation was established to 
recognize the historical and 
cultural importance of the 
site, along with the City of 
Mississauga giving it official 
status under the Ontario 
Heritage Act in 2009. 

The redevelopment of the 
site was of particular impor- 
tance to local residents, in- 
cluding Mississauga-South 
MPP Charles Sousa, who 
lived in Lakeview as a child 
in the 1960s. 

He spoke of his apprecia- 
tion for local politicians, in- 
cluding Mississauga-South 
MP Sven Spengemann and 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
for rallying together and 
helping to get infrastruc- 
ture funding in place for 
the building. “It’s touching 
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Small Arms Building - MPP Charles Sousa, Mayor Bonnie Crombie, Ward 1 
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to see the community rally 
together for this project,” he 
said. 

Three oak trees sourced 
from acorns found in Vimy 
Ridge in France were also 
planted in front of the build- 
ing to commemorate the 
1ooth anniversary of the 
battle this past April. 

Judge said that the site 
will be important for future 
generations, and urged the 
community to help make it 
a dynamic, creative space 
for everyone to flourish in. 
“This community has to 
take ownership of it for our 
future.”

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Brampton Glass Manufacturer Fined 
$100,000 for Accident 


A bottle-manufacturing 
company in Brampton 
is feeling the heat after 
pleading guilty and being 
fined $100,000 as a result 
of a worker suffering a 
permanent injury. 

On February 27, 2016, an 
employee was working at the 
industrial site in the bottle 
forming department of O-I 
Canada Corporation’s glass- 
manufacturing facility, 
located at 100 West Dr. 


The employee and a 
machine operator were 
working on a machine 


known as the Individual 
Section (IS) bottle making 
machine, which produces 
100 bottles per minute by 
forming molten “gobs” 
of glass at 1,200 degrees 
Celsius. 
The 
machine 


worker and_ the 

operator were 
jointly performing a 
standard operating 
procedure which included 
inspecting bottles and 
changing all neck rings and 
plungers. 

Toward the completion 
of the task, the worker was 
removing rings from the 
front of the machine and 
lost sight of one of the rings. 


The machine operator 
closed the mold so that the 
worker could reach in and 
retrieve the ring. 

While the worker was 
reaching in, the mold moved 
from the closed position to 
the open position. When the 
mold opened, this pinched 
the worker’s hand between 
the mold and a shaft for 
several minutes, until a 
co-worker used a switch to 
close the mold again. 

When the mold closed, 
the worker was able to 
remove the hand _ but 
suffered critical crush and 
burn injuries that required 
surgery and resulted in 
permanent injury. 

A Ministry of Labour 
investigation followed. It 
was found thatthe defendant 
failed to ensure that control 
switches or other control 
mechanisms were locked 
out and failed to ensure that 
other effective precautions 
were taken to prevent the 
starting of mold-opening 
motion that could endanger 
a worker. 

The defendant failed to 
ensure compliance with 
section 76 of the Industrial 
Establishments Regulation, 


contrary to section 25(1)(c) 
of the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act. 

Section 76 of the 
regulation requires that 
where the starting of a 
machine, transmission 
machinery, device or thing 
may endanger the safety of a 
worker, control switches or 
other control mechanisms 
shall be locked out and 
other effective precautions 
necessary to prevent any 
starting shall be taken. 

As such, O-I Canada 
Corporation failed as an 
employer to ensure that the 
measures and_ procedure 
prescribed by Ontario’s 
Industrial Establishments 
Regulation were carried out 
at the workplace. 

O-I Canada Corporation 
was fined $100,000 
by Justice of the Peace 
Milagros Eustaquio-Syme 
in Brampton court on June 
13, 2017. 

The court also imposed 
a 25-per-cent victim fine 
surcharge as required by 
the Provincial Offences Act. 
The surcharge is credited 
to a special provincial 
government fund to assist 
victims of crime. 


Toolmaker found guilty after 


worker injured

A toolmaking company 
in Brampton is feeling 
the pinch this week after 
pleading guilty in court. 

M & P Tool Products 
was fined $80,000 in 
Brampton court on June 
13 after a workplace 
investigation by the 
Ministry of Labour due 
to atemporarty contract 
worker having two fingers 
caught in a piece of 
machinery used to create 
storage racking. 

The incident occurred 
on Feb. 23, 2016, the 
worker was operating 
a brake press, but was 
not properly trained or 
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instructed in safe operation 
of the equipment. 

The worker’s fingers 
were caught in a pinch 
point due to the machine 
not being altered to meet 
the specifications of the 
work. 

The Ministry of Labour 
investigated this incident 
and concluded, based on 
the evidence gathered, 
that M & P Tool Products 
committed the offence 
of failing as an employer 
to provide information, 
instruction and supervision 
to the worker with respect 
to the safe operation of the 
Accurpress brake press, 


contrary to section 25(2)(a) 
of the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act. 

The court also imposed 
a 25-per-cent victim fine 
surcharge as required by 
the Provincial Offences Act. 

The surcharge is credited 
to a special provincial 
government fund to assist 
victims of crime. 

New and young workers 
in Ontario are more likely 
to be injured during the 
first few months on the job 
than other workers, and are 
three times more likely to 
be injured during their first 
month on the job than at 
any other time.

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Beating the heat in Peel

Sweltering weather 
conditions are causing Peel 
residents to run for cover. 

The Region of Peel issued 
a heat warning last week 
alerting residents in all 
three municipalities that 
at least two days of further 
high-temperature weather 
were expected through the 
next week. 

With temperatures 
on Monday afternoon 
reaching the low thirties 
with humidex values

Some jogged their usual 
routes while others, like 
Aisling McKeown, busied 
herself with sweeping the 
stairway at her parents’ 
home as the sun shone 
overhead. 

McKeown said that it’s 
easy to know when you're 
running the risk of heat 
exhaustion because you 
stop sweating. 

“You have to remind 
yourself to drink water,” she 
explained. “When you're 
sweating, your body is doing 


. 


what it’s supposed to do. 
When you stop sweating, 
youre in the danger zone.” 

In a public statement, the 
Region also urged residents 
to be watchful of family, 
neighbours and_ friends 
who may be vulnerable and 
exhibiting signs of heat- 
related illnesses. 

Infants, children, seniors, 
individuals with chronic 
diseases and the homeless 
are at the greatest risk 
of getting a heat-related 
illness. 

Symptoms of _heat- 
related illness can include 
extreme thirst, vomiting, 
rapid breathing, dizziness 
or fainting and_ rapid 
heartbeat, among others. 

Residents who are 
experiencing any of these 
symptoms’ should _ cool 
off as soon as_ possible 
by moving to a shaded 
or air conditioned area, 
increasing fluid intake and 
resting. 

If the symptoms persist, 
they should contact a doctor 
or call 911 immediately. 

When caring for someone 
who is showing signs of heat 
stroke, such as high body 
temperature, confusion, 
loss of consciousness or the 
absence of sweating, call 
911 immediately.

Biking in The City: How Does It Move You? 


Does cycling move you?

The City Of Mississauga 
will be holding a public 
open house on June 21 at 
the Living Arts Centre to 
discuss that question, and 
are encouraging residents 
from across the city to weigh 
in with their opinions. 

City officials developed the 
Cycling Master Plan in 2010 
to create a framework that 
would shape a bikeable city. 

From 2010 - 2016, the 
Master Plan set out to 
overhaul existing trails 
and bicycle facilities, in an 
effort to create an expanded 
network that would provide 
access to key destinations 
like public transit hubs. 
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During that time period, 
the city’s usable trails, bicycle 
lanes and shared routes have 
increased by nearly 20 per 
cent. 

The Master Plan also 
included an initiative to look 
for available grant funding. 

A multi-use trail 
connecting the Streetsville 
GO Station to Thomas Street 
was completed in 2016, while 
a $3,757,000 Public Transit 
Infrastructure Fund grant 
from the federal government 
for cyclist and pedestrian 
access to the Mississauga 
Transitway and GO stations 
was received in March of this 
year. 

The City initiated a 
consultation process in 


2017 to make information 
more accessible and 
inclusive to the public, and 
provide more opportunities 
for communication and 
feedback. 

To that end, they created a 
site, DoesCyclingMoveYou. 
ca, to solicit input on the 
Master Plan and get people 
involved earlier in the 
project. 

The “Does Cycling Move 
You?” Open House will run 
from 3:30 — 7 p.m. in the 
BMO Room at the Living 
Arts Centre (4141 Living Arts 
Drive). 

Those unable to attend the 
June 21 public meeting will 
have another opportunity in 
September.

It’s easy to forget that 
how we typically purchase 
food is not at all like how 
our grandparents did. Be- 
fore the large grocery stores 
we re now accustomed 
to, food was purchased in 
small local markets, often 
from those who produced 
it. Even the term “super- 
market” itself reflects the 
change of scale. 

While farmer’s markets 
never disappeared entirely, 
they have seen resurgence 
in the past thirty years (1). 
There is a confluence of 
ideas here: the need to sup- 
port local farmers, the ben- 
efits of healthy eating and 
maintaining a low carbon 
footprint among others. 

There are numerous 
farmers’ markets in Peel 
Region. Each reflects the 
local culture and pro- 
duction but they all have 
similar features. Locally 
grown fruits and vegeta- 
bles, snacks, pastries, and 


breads from local stores and 


bakeries, and a variety of 
interesting vendors. From 
cured meats and honey to 
artisanal jewelry, you’re 
sure to find something 
interesting. There’s a social 
aspect to the experience as 
well; you can get to know 
your neighbours better and 
discover a local shop you 
might have missed. Many 
vendors— and buyers— re- 
turn year after year which 
help create a community 
feel. 


Port Credit Farmers’ Market. 


Mississauga has three 
different farmers’ markets. 
In Port Credit, you can find 
the farmers’ market in the 
LCBO parking lot at the cor- 
ner of Lakeshore Road East 
and Elmwood Avenue. This 
market is in an excellent 
location with everything 
you need to make a healthy 
and delicious meal nearby. 
There’s a Planet Organic 
Grocery and local institu- 
tion Elmwood Meat market 
just across the street. This 
means with just one trip, 
you can pick up your entree, 
side dish, desert and even 
the bottle of wine. The mar- 
ket operates every Saturday 
8 am to 1pm from June to 
October. 

In addition to the Sunday 
location at 3 Robert Speck 
Pkwy, the Mississauga 
Central Lions’ Club oper- 
ates a farmers’ market on 
Wednesdays from 9 am to 5 
pm in Celebration Square. 
Mississauga’s premier civic 
venue is located in front of 
city hall, across the street 
from the Square One shop- 
ping centre. Both markets 
run until the last week of 
October. 

In Brampton, you can 
find the main farmers’ mar- 
ket in the downtown core 
at Main and Queen streets 
and the Mount Pleasant on 
Saturday between 7 am and 
1pm. Featuring more than 
40 vendors, the Brampton 
farmers’ market truly covers 
all the bases. Great produce,

honey and preserves, and 

a myriad of food options 
await. The market also 
features a community artist 
showcase, with a different 
artist each week. 

Inside the Mount Pleas- 
ant Village Square at 100 
Commuter Dr. you can find 
the farmers’ market Thurs- 
days from 5 pm to 9 until 
Oct. 5. Brampton also has a 
unique Artists’ Marketplace 
featuring artisanal made 
clothing, jewelry and art. 
This market runs Satur- 
days until Oct. 7 in Garden 
Square from 7am to 1 pm. 

While Caledon is typi- 
cally home to three farm- 
ers’ markets, for 2017 the 
Southfields location is on 
hiatus. The Bolton mar- 
ket on Sterne Street runs 
Saturdays from 9 am to1 
pm until Oct. 7. This central 
downtown Bolton location 
features not only the typical 
fare, but hard to find items 
like natural pet treats and 
hand made spa products. 

Wednesdays from 3 pm 
to 7 pm, the Inglewood 
market is held at Lloyd 
Wilson Arena: 2017 marks 
the 10th anniversary of 
this farmers’ market. With 
live music and a variety of 
vendors and food, the pic- 
turesque country location is 
the icing on the cake. 

Wherever you are in Peel, 
you can engage with your 
neighbours, absorb some 
local culture and pick up 
some amazing food at your 
local farmer’s market.

Getting the ball tolling with a new pitch 


Soccer pitch planned for Mississauga

Mississauga residents 
will be getting a dedicated 
soccer pitch right in the 
heart of the city. 

Having helmed a 
successful pilot project last 
fall, the City of Mississauga 
announced recently that 
it had entered into a 
multi-year agreement with 
The Daniels Corporation 
to build an outdoor 
boxed soccer pitch in the 
downtown core after a 
successful pilot project. 

The soccer pitch is 
to be named ‘Daniels 
Community Field’, and will 
be situated at the corner 
of Living Arts Drive and 
Prince of Wales Drive for a 
minimum of three years. 

The pitch will be made 
from a welded aluminum 
design and will measure 
15 by 30 metres when 
completed. It will include 


an artificial turf surface, 
soccer boards, two goals 
and netting. 

Ward 4 Councillor John 
Kovac said in a statement 
that he was excited to see 
the development of the 
pitch, as it was something 
he had envisioned for the 
area for several years. 

“As a soccer enthusiast 
and advocate of outdoor 
sports and recreation, I 
am thrilled to be able to 
announce this,” he said. 
“This is not just a public 
amenity, but a boxed soccer 
pitch that will rival the ones 
that I have seen in urban, 
European locales.” 

Kovac stated that the 
pitch would be the first of 
its kind in Canada. 

The pitch will be 
transferable to other 
locations, should Daniels 
require the use of the 
property before the 
completion of the nine-year 


agreement. 

“The feedback we 
received from the 
community was incredibly 
supportive,” said 
Mississauga Forestry and 
Parks Director Laura Piette. 

“Many felt that the 
pitch instilled a sense of 
community, creating a place 
where residents of all ages 
and abilities could enjoy 
watching or playing soccer,” 
she said, noting that the city 
had received inquiries from 
residents asking when the 
pitch would be put back up. 

“We knew we had 
backing from the 
community to pursue this 
initiative. Bringing back the 
pitch allows us to provide 
an outdoor space for play 
in an area where parkland 
is limited and population 
density is high,” she said. 

The sponsorship 
arrangement would start on 
July 1, 2017. 


“Daniels builds with 
a passion for creating 
vibrant communities, 
like the community we 
are currently creating in 
Mississauga’s City Centre,” 
said vice-president of 
Implementation Jacob 
Cohen. “We are helping 
to build a stronger urban 
neighbourhood for all ages 
by supporting a lifestyle 
that includes physical 
activity.” 

The City will be 
responsible for the 
installation, maintenance 
and repair of the soccer 
pitch. 

Daniels will be 
responsible for the initial 
costs of the pitch, land 
preparation, landscaping, 
as well as lighting and 
seating. 

City staff decided not 
to formally program the 
pitch but instead encourage 
informal, drop-in soccer 
games. Daniels anticipates 
that the boxed soccer pitch 
will be in place late this 
summer. 
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Much like Canada’s 
150th, a Mississauga 
museum is also celebrating 
a milestone anniversary this 
year. 

Bradley Museum turns 
50 this summer and the 
City wants to celebrate it 
with residents. 

On June 24, Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie and 
members of City Council 
will commemorate the

anniversary with an official 
ceremony and cake-cutting 
at the museum. 

Free, family-friendly 
activities will also be held 
during the afternoon for 
heritage enthusiasts of all 
ages. 

A special focus of the 
day will be to thank the 
volunteers and visitors 
who have helped make the 
museum such as success.

“Please take extra precau- 
tions to keep cool, and be 
watchful of friends, family 
and neighbours who may be 
vulnerable.” 

Heat related illnesses 
include, heat stroke, heat ex- 
haustion, and dehydration. 
Be aware of and watch those 
around you for symptoms 
such as dark yellow urine, 
dizziness, fainting, vomiting, 
rapid breathing, rapid heart 
rate, extreme thirst, and 
decreased urination. 

If you are someone you 
notice is experiencing those 
symptoms, get help to cool 
down with fluids, rest and 
getting to a cool area and if 
the symptoms remain, seek 
medical attention and call 
911. If someone is experi- 
encing confusion, loss of 
consciousness, not sweating 
or high body temperature, 
call 911 immediately. 
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In a media release, the 
Region offered several tips 
to stay safe. 
¢ Drink plenty of fluids: 

especially water. 
« Avoid strenuous activi 
ties between 10 a.m. and 
4 p.m. when the sun 
is at its hottest. 
¢ Wear lightweight, loose- 
fitting clothing. 
¢ Never leave children or 
pets in a parked car. 
¢ Follow the reeommen 
dations of a health care 
provider if you are taking 
any medications or have a 
health condition. 
e Take cool showers 
or baths, or use cool, 
wet towels on the face, neck 
and/or arms. 


Vehicles heat up very 
quickly. Do not leave 
children, pets or seniors 
unattended in a parked 
car for any length of time, 
even with the window open 
slightly. Every summer, 
there are stories about the 
tragic consequences of do- 
ing so. Don’t forget to check 
in on people such as elderly 
neighbours and family 
members.

recreation centre or splash 
pad for less intense activi- 
ties and to stay cool.

On April 20, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario announced 
new measures to address 
hot housing markets, sup- 
ply and affordability: there 
has been some impact, but 
is that because of the plan 
or the naturally occurring 
market forces and the time 
of year. 

“Yes the markets have 
changed. However, it is 
difficult to contribute these 
changes to the Provincial 
Fair Housing Plan. As the 
real estate market tradi- 
tionally enters an increase 
of property supply, known 
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as the spring market just 
about the same time as the 
announcement from the 
Government,” said Denise 
Dilbey, president-elect of 
BREB. 

Calling this a balanced 
market, Dilbey said there 
were 1,120 home transac- 
tions in April in Brampton: 
in May there were 918. 
Caledon had 119 home 
transactions in April and in 
May. Mississauga had 1,127 
home transactions in April 
and 1,071 in May. 


“Buyers now 
have time to 


shop around,” 
she added. 

The average sale price of 
detached home dipped in 
Brampton from $902,211 in 
April to $871,052 in May. 
It was a similar situation in 
Mississauga for a detached 
home: $1,237,499 in April; 
$1,136,083 in May. Cale- 
don had a slight increase 
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from $1,077,006 in April to 
$1,190,527 in May. 
“However, these proper- 
ties range dramatically in 
property lot sizes, making 
if difficult to accurately pre- 
dict a trend,” Dilbey said. 
It’s hard to say which 
market in Peel is the hot- 
test. Homes spent a few 
more days on market in 
May, but all three are close 
together: Brampton at 11, 
Caledon at 13 and Missis- 
sauga at 10. Single-family 
homes are still the best 
sellers by “value of sale.”

Brampton 


Brampton continues to 
lead Peel region in new 
home starts the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration (CMHC) reports. 

In May Brampton had 
402 new home starts: 1,954 
for the year. Mississauga 
had 21 new home starts last 
month, bringing its total for 
the year to 721, while Cale- 
don had 38 new home starts 
in May; 210 for the year. 


Mississauga 


Mississauga’s May new 
home starts are down sig- 
nificantly from May 2016, 
which had 202 starts, but 
at 721 starts for the year, 
much higher than 459 starts 
from January to May 2016. 

Mississauga’s May 2017 
new home starts were com- 
prise of 19 singles and two 
semi-detached homes. 


Caledon 


Caledon’s 38 May new 
home starts were com- 
prised of 36 singles and two 
semi-detached homes. It’s a 
drop from May 2016 which 
had 60 new home starts, 
however, at 210 new starts 
for the first four months of 
2017, there’s been a signifi- 
cant increase over the same 
period in 2016 which had 
160 starts.

History 101: Who was 
Sir Robert Peel? 


Peel Region is 
named for the father 
of modern policing, 
Robert Peel (1788- 
1850). His philosophy 
can be captured in the 
phrase, “The police and 
community are one”. 


Peel served twice as 
Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom. 


1813: As chief secretary 
in Dublin in 1813, he 
proposed the setting up of 
a specialist police force, 
later called “peelers”. 


1820: Peel married Julia, 
youngest daughter of 
General Sir John Floyd, 
ist Baronet, in 1820.

1822: Peel was 
considered one of the 
rising stars of the Tory 
party, first entering the 
cabinet in 1822 as Home 
Secretary. 


1846: After the outbreak 
of the Great Irish Potato 
Famine, his decision 
to join with Whigs and 
Radicals to repeal the 
Corn Laws led to his 
resignation as Prime 
Minister in 1846. 


1849: He did retain a 
ard core of supporters 
however, known as 
Peelites, and at one point 
in 1849 was actively 
courted by the Whig/ 
Radical coalition.
